The goal is to provide friendship to a girl 
or boy who is in need of a friend. 

The Greater Lawrence Chapter 
matches children with Big Brothers and 
Big Sisters who are generally from sin- 
gle parent homes, which can have an ef- 
fect on the child’s self-esteem, according 
to Marian Perregaux, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Big Brothers/Big Sisters of 
Greater Lawrence. 

‘Basically, we match children from 
single parent families or from foster 
homes,” Perregaux said. ‘Referrals 
come from parents? the Department of 
Social Services, teachers, counselors and 
' school therapists.”’ 

Applicants for the position must be 18 
or over, be willing to spend a minimium 
of three or four hours a week and provide 
three references, according to Big Broth- 
er and case worker, David Blanchard 

‘After they have provided three refer- 
ences that we have checked, we do an in- 
depth interview,’’ Blanchard said. ‘“Then 
we do a police check of the indivual. 
There is a law in Massachusetts that 
gives us the authorization to do this 
Next, the applicant attends a volunteer 
orientation meeting.” 

Most of the Little Brothers and Little 
Sisters are inner-city kids from needy 
single parent families. Most of the volun- 


teers are for the mosf part from back- 
rounds with more stability located in 
suburban areas with a different type of 
environment, according to Blanchard. 

“Most of these kids haven‘t been in 
trouble, but are more likely to develop 
problems if they have no father and no 
one to talk to about their problems or to 
rely on.’”’ Perregaux said. 

Consistancy, trust and fun, are the fac- 
tors in the Big Brothers/Big Sisters 
relationship that they strive to develop. 

‘*A lot of these kids take a long while to 
learn to trust and are fearful of reject- 
ion,”’ Blanchard said. 

“Low self-esteem, school problems 
and peer relationships were obstacles 
that Big Sister and case worker, Diane 
Stabile, began to overcome with her 
twelve-year-old Little Sister from Hav- 
erhill. 

“She was one of the toughest kids in 
the program,’’ Stabile said. ‘‘She was un- 
able to express her feelings, withdrawn 
and depressed.”’ 

When the two first encountered each 
other two years ago, Stabile’s little sis- 
ter, didn’t know how to match her 
clothes and wouldn’t brush her teeth, 
according to Stabile. The Big Sister’s 
kindnesses were never acknowledged by 
her Little Sister 

I learned patience from her, not to 
expect too much or put too much pres- 
sure on her,” Stabile said. “A lot of 
things go on in families that kids never 
talk about. There is a great deal of inner 
turmoil.’ 

During the second year of 
friendship, Stabile began to see « 
in her Little Sister

and she began to learn how to match 
clothes. She began to brush her teeth and 
began to open up emotionaly. On Valen- 
tine’s Day of the second year, I recieved 
a Valentine from my little sister, inside 
she had written,‘I love you.” She had 
never thanked me for anything before.”’ 

Rev. Gary Cornell, pastor of Ballard 
Vale United Church, plays basketball at 
the Lawrence Y.M.C.A., during the week 
with his twelve-year-old little brother. 
He has been a volunteer for the past 
three years. 

‘‘As a Methodist minister, it is tradi- 
tional that we work with youth,” Rev 
Cornell said.‘‘My own kids were at the 
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age, later teens, where they didn’t want 
dad around. I had some free time for the 
first time, so I decided to become a Big 
Brother. His first Little Brother was a 
twelve-year-old boy from Lawrence. 
‘“‘As he grew older and formed his own 
friends he needed a Big Brother less, the 
friendship ended amiably,’’ Cornell said. 
‘My new Little Brother is interested in 
sports, basketball and football mostly. 
We go to the Y.M.C.A. and shoot baskets. 
I’m teaching him the rules of the game. 
It is an enriching experience, getting to 
know one another. As a male adult, I can

As Andover residents slept in the early morn- 
ing hours of Sept. 21, their telephone system on 
Elm Street was entering the high-tech informa- 
tion age. 

At about one a.m., New England Telephone 
activated a new computerized telecommunica- 
tions system in its call switching office. 

The 11,000 Andover customers whose tele- 
phone numbers begin with 470 or 475 awoke to 
find their phone calls being processed through 
one of the fastest and most modern call switch- 
ing systems in use today.

be a good role model and a positive influ- 
ence. Also, it’s a good spin-off, adults 
have a good time.

Haggetts Pond Boating 


Acting on a strong recommendation from the 
Board of Health, the selectmen have ruled out 
the possibility of allowing canoes, sailboats, 
wind-surfers, ‘or any other type of waterborne 
craft” on Haggetts Pond. 

Board of Health Chairman Douglas Dunbar 
cited possible damage to the ‘fragile’ reser- 
voir, as well as contamination of the town’s 
main source of water, among his reasons for 
recommending that Andover retain its current 
boating policy. 

That policy allows only rowboats on the pond, 
if the boater has a permit and a fishing license 

During an Aug. 28 meeting, the selectmen 
voted unanimously to support the Board of 
Health position. Selectman Chairman William 
Dalton commented that ‘‘nothing could convince 
me to go against the Board of Health’s recom- 
mendaton.”’ 

Earlier this summer, a group of townspeople

recreational use of the pond; at that time, the 
selectmen sought an opinion from health offi- 
cials. 

In an Aug. 22 memo to Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony, Dunbar said that according to 
current literature on the subject, as well as the 
Public Works director and health department 
staff, allowing more recreational boating ‘‘could 
result in significant water quality deteriora- 
tion.”

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When The Alarm Sounds 


Some people feel firemen have an easy job. But when that alarm sounds and the 
department is responding to a working fire, the skeptics are sure to swallow 
their words. Firefighters are a special breed of people who put their own lives on 
the line to save lives and property, damage their health and suffer from exhaus- 
tion more at one fire, than regular people would. A good example was the fire on 
Chestnut Street last Friday. In order to keep the house from being totally de- 
stroyed, 35 Andover firefighters had to fight the fire a good deal of the time from 
the inside. Wearing heavy material along with an air tank on their backs, the 
firefighters entered the burning house that was hotter than an oven and filled 
' with thick black smoke and try to knock down the blaze that was destroying the 
inside structure. With the fire on Chestnut St. the firemen were successful, but 
not without suffering from the heat of the fire and the eighty degree temperture 
of that day. When a fireman came out of the building because of using all his air 
in the tank (a total of 35 air tanks used that day) another firefighter one would 
automaticlly take his place.

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Wise Decision 


Selectmen this week by a majority vote decid- 
ed not to call for a special town meeting this fall 
to act on two issues- - imposition of a hotel- 
motel tax and acquisition of Elm Street property 
for a parking lot. ° 

Both issues will be placed before Andover vot- 
ers at the annual town meeting in the spring, 
which in essence allows sufficient time for proper 
study of both proposals. 

While there may be some question as to wheth- 
er the Elm Street residential property, next to 
Free Christian Church, will remain available un- 
til town meting can act on it in the spring, it 
seems, despite parking woes, moving too quickly 
may not be in the best interests of the town. 


Selectmen and planners are working on an 
overall parking plan for downtown Andover, 
which includes acquisition of the particular lot to 
provide spaces for about 62 cars. 

The plan also includes construction of possibly 
a three-story parking garage in the municipal 
parking lot. 

Construction work continues on the new munic- 
ipal parking lot behind the old town hall. When 
completed this should provide some relief to the 
central businss district parking problems. 

To suddenly jump at the opportunity to acquire 
land for additional parking seems to be respond- 
ing to a problem in a panic-stricken way 

Better to compose a whole package for proper 


consideration by the voters than in piecemeal 
fashion and lose a beneficial, well-planned solu- 
tion to the problem. 

Further, as was pointed out at Monday’s select- 
men’s meeting, single-issue oriented special 
meetings fail to attract many voters. Both of the 
proposals to be presented at the special town 
meeting seem hardly attractive to luring voters 
out on a fall evening. 

As for the hotel-motel tax, certainly that can 
wait until the spring. 

Chairman William Dalton and Selectmen John 
Scileppi voted for bringing this to a special fall 
session. 

If approved, it would mean an additional $300,- 
000 plus in municipal revenue it is estamited. The 
funds would come from increased tax paid by 
persons staying at Andover motel-hotels. 

If approved at a fall town meeting it was esti- 
mated that the town could net an additional $140,- 
000 this year alone. : 

Such thinking, of course, perpetuates the notion 
that greed is a principal motivation in Andover 
municipal operations, because based on past ex- 
perience, additional revenues seldom, if ever, re- 
sult in tax relief for residents. 

But, more on that at a later date. It is evident 
now, that there will be no special session this 
year, thus permitting selectmen and other ad- 
ministrators to concentrate on seeking additional

Fall is an excellent time to test soil for 
your lawn or garéen, according to the 
Soil and Plant Testing Laboratory in 
Waltham, part of the University of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

To take a sample, shovel a slice 6-8” 
deep and gather that in a bucket. Repeat 
this in several places, mix thoroughly, 
and bring or mail one cup of soil to: Soil 
and Plant Testing Laboratory, 240 Bea- 
ver St., Waltham, MA 02254. 

Essex County residents can obtain self- 
addressed soil sample bags at Cooper- 
ative Extension Service, Essex Agricul- 
tural & Technical Institute, 562 Maple 
St., Danvers. The fee is five dollars 
Specify whether the soil is from your 
lawn or garden.

cision-making skills, boredom and curiosity, 
and lack of drug information. “It’s important 
that children realize that we live in a chemical- 
using society,’ says Theil-whose definition of 
“chemical” includes prescription and non-pre- 
scription medicines, caffeine and niccotine, in 
, addition to alcohol and illegal drugs—“‘for better 
or for worse. I don’t see that changing.”’ Project 
Charlie, she says, attempts to help students 
learn to cope with and make the best decisions 
within that environment. 

Since it began in 1976, Project Charlie has 
spread from its headquarters in Edina to in- 
clude cities in more than 18 states and five Ca- 
nadian provinces. Jane Guild, who worked with 
it in Edina, brought it to the North Andover 
school system four years ago. Success is hard to 
gauge in programs that center upon prevention, 
but follow-up studies in Edina indicate that five 
years of Project Charlie seem to have contrib- 
uted to a measurable decrease in the early use 
of alcohol and drugs in that town’s school sys- 
tem. 

Statistics on drug and alcohol use in Andover 
schools is not available, but a February, 1985 
state-wide Public Health survey gives some 
alarming statistics about early chemical use in 
Massachusetts. The incidence and prevalance 
survey indicates that approximately 63% of the 
state’s 7th and 8th graders have used alcohol at 
least once in their lives. 25% claim to ‘currently 
use”’ alcohol. In the case of Marijuana, the fig- 
ures were 14% and 5%, respectively. High 
school statistics are considerably higher 90% of 
9th thru 12th grade students have used alcohol; 
59% ‘currently use”’ it. 51% have tried pot; 27% 
claim “‘current use.’’ Rufus Chaffee, director of 
the Greater Lawrence Psychological Center’s 
primary prevention center, admits that such 
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terms as “currently using’’ are not exact, and 
that state-wide statistics may seem to general- 
ized for local application. But he adds, ‘‘People 
don’t like to believe it, but there is rarely a great 
deal of variation in data from one school to the 
other in such surveys.” 

To counteract the trend toward early chemi- 
cal use and dependency, Andover adopted Pro- 
ject Charlie for grades one thru 3 last year. 
teachers and volunteer parents met with small 
groups of students on school time, usually once a 
week for fifteen weeks. using such exercises as 
the ‘‘What person in this class...” example, they 
worked with a set curriculum divided into units 
in self-awareness, understanding relationships 
and decision-making. Parent volunteer Cyndy 
Benoit describes her experiences with last 
year’s classes as fun. ‘“‘The curriculum is easy 
to use—you don’t have to be an expert”’ she says 
I found the time went quickly, and it was a very 
positive experience for me and the children.”’ 

This year, the schools are adding the program 
to grades four thru six. This ‘‘intermediate”’

program will still use the same three basic 
units, but will introduce a fourth on chemical 
use in society. 

Project Charlie’s proponents maintain that 
the program’s positive, reinforce-the-good ap- 
proach has value and the realm of drug-abuse 
prevention. Lois Haslam, Andover’s Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools, says, ‘“There can be 
no learning until a child feels good about him- 
self. The basis for all learning is a positive self- 
image.” 

Bob Kessler, a local sixth-grade teacher who 
is participating in the seminar, puts it another 
way: “There’s a problem of poor self-esteem ir 
society in general. I don’t think there’s anyone 
who can’t use a pat on the back. If you find the 
tiniest positive thing to reinforce, the effect will 
spread and spread. ;

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Special Fall Session Is 
Rejected By Majority Vote

Andover may yet revive the custom of convening fall 
town meetings, but it won’t happen this fall. The Board of 
Selectmen Monday night voted three-two against calling a 
fall meeting so that voters might consider developing an 
Elm Street parking lot, and enacting a local hotel/motel 
tax 

Chairman William Dalton and Selectmen John Scileppi 
were in the minority, both favoring a fall meeting. Dalton 
indicated that voters should have the chance to decide on 
both the parking lot and tax issues, while Scileppi said the 
town would give up some $140,000 in potential tax reve- 
nues this year if it waited until next spring to approve the 
hotel tax 

But Selectmen Donn Byrne, Gerald Silverman, and 
Charles Wesson agreed with the roomful of townspeople 
who came to Monday’s meeting at town offices on Bartlet 
Street — who said the time is not right to consider adding 
a new parking lot downtown. When the chairman asked 
for a show of hands, those present were clearly against 
calling a fall town meeting 

The selectmen had already discussed holding a special 
meeting with the hotel/motel tax proposal as the main 
item of business, and on Aug. 28 veted four-one against 
calling a meeting for that reason alone 

(At that time Scileppi voted in favor of a fall meeting; 
Dalton voted against it, explaining that he was opposed to 
single-issue town meetings, but would still favor a fall 
meeting if more business was to be considered. ) 

The proposed Elm Street parking lot dominated this 
week’s discussion. Dalton explained that a residential lot 
cated at the corner of Florence Street, next to the Free 
Christian Church, has been offered to the town for 
$225,000. A house built in 1777 now stands on the lot 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony estimated that And- 
over could build a parking lot on that site for about $100,- 
000, with room fdr 62 cars. The town would either move or 
raze the house, which is not protected by any official des- 
ignation as a site of historic significance 

The proposed lot might be owned and operated by the 
town, or owned by the town but developed and operated by 
local merchants, Dalton said during a Sept liscussion. 
The lot would probably be devoted to all-day parking, by 
sticker permit only, for employees of downtown business 
eS 

Mahony said that the house be ivailable to 
town in late August, and a hat he didn’t know if it 
would still be available by t e annual town meeting

Colyer said that a public hearing on

The staff planner explained on Sept. 10 
that developer Dominic Germano’s plans 
for the site were approved in 1978. The 


owned lots (at Park Street Village and behind old Town 
Hall) are not yet finished. She suggested that the town 
wait to see those two lots opened and metered before it 
considers developing another lot. 

Holmes added that the League was “very much opposed 
tc buying” the Elm Steet property at this time. She sug- 
gested that a private business, such as a downtown bank, 
might be in a better position than the town to buy and 
develop the lot for use by its employees. 

A number of residents said they did not want to see 
more cars and traffic attracted to their area. Rachel 
O’Boyle of Florence Street presented the board with a 
neighborhood petition opposing the Elm Street lot and the 
calling of a special town meeting. 

‘The urgency isn’t really warranted,” she said, because 
the lot has been ‘‘on and off the market for less than half 
the price.”’ 

Selectman Byrne said he was against the idea of 
“dumping a parking lot into a residential neighborhood,” 
because it would destroy the character of the neighbor- 
hood. And at a total cost of nearly $400,000, it would cost 
more than $6,000 per space, he noted, calling it a ‘‘pretty 
expensive’’ way to provide sticker parking. 

Silverman agreed, saying, ‘‘This lot would be right in 
the back yards of the people who lived on Florence Street 
To put a parking lot in here is wrong.” He also advocated 
waiting for a master plan for the business district: ‘‘Let’s 
do the job right.’ 

And Wesson said that in an informal poll he took around 
town last Saturday, he ‘‘just didn’t see enough interest in 
calling a special town meeting.” 

While Scileppi agreed that the Elm Street proposal 
might not be ‘‘appropriate,’”’ he argued that ‘‘the issue is 
not Elm Street parking.”’ 

He emphasized the $140,000 in revenues that Andover 
could reap by enacting the hotel/motel tax during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, based on projected annual revenues of 
$300,000 to $400,000, 

Calling $140,000 a ‘‘significant amount of monev.”’ the 
selectman said Andover would ‘‘waste a lot of time and 
money if we don’t have a fall town meeting.’ Scileppi 
concluded, ‘‘We’re blowing an opportunity here for reve- 
nue for this town, and I think that’s a mistake.’
